GOYERNMENT FINANCES.

The Washington correspondent of
Charleston Courier, under date April 26,
gives the following details touching the
reventie and appropriations of the federal
government:

The extraordinary increase of the reven-
ue since the commencement of the year, in
comparison with the same period of the

the

rate during the coming year. The amount
of dutiable imports in less thau four months
i has been about a hundred millions, and
the revenue nearly o fourth of that sum,
The estimates for the expenditure for the
nest fiscal year are seventy-six millions.
Extruvagunt ss this amount may seem, it
will be difticult to keep within it, especial-
ly il the war steamer bill, and the bill to
promote the elficiency of the army shall be
passed.  While we provide for so large a
revenue, modes of expenditures will Le de-
vised to meet the nmount, no matter what
it may Le.

There is a disposition to increase the na
vy und the army—tlie appropristions for
which establishments now absorb a large
portion of tho revenue, Before the sixsteam
frigates have been all finished and equip-
pued, a Lill has passed the Senate for build-
g ten new stemmships of war. These
ten ships will cost five militons, and the eost
uf conling encli of them, for ninety duysin a
year, is estimated at a hundred aud nivety-
two thovsiod dolinrs.

Mr. Stevens' unfinished steam battery
has cost eight hundred thousand
and the frigate which Mr. Stevens is build-
ing more than a mitlion. How much more
these Lwo enterprises will eost is bevond es
timate, thongh their utility is beyond doubit,
But to build up a respectuble navy, not to
ll_\' H1 ;"l'l‘-'lnl QUe—0r o1 1N ﬂ"."
